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(54) Title: A WAVE POWER APPARATUS HAVING A FLOAT AND MEANS FOR LOCKING THE FLOAT IN A POSITION 
ABOVE THE OCEAN SURFACE 





1^ (57) Abstract: A wave power apparatus includes at least one rotationally supported arm (122) which carries a float (124) at its free 
^5 end, so that a translation^ movement of the float caused by a wave results in rotation of the arm (122). The apparatus comprises 
O power conversion means for converting power transmitted from the wave to the arms into electric power, e.g. a hydraulic system, 
^ in which a hydraulic medium is displaced by the movement of the arm, the hydraulic system being coupled to an electric generator. 

The apparatus comprises a hydraulic lifting system for lifting the float out of the ocean and for locking the float in an upper position 
^ above the ocean surface, e.g. during extreme sea wave conditions, such as storm. The lifting system may comprise at least one pump 
j^- for pumping hydraulic cylinders for lifting the arm out of the ocean. 
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
